no Divine Service performed Among them 
for 50 Vears together, till'a Miniſter” w as 


ſent among them by ſome private Hands. 


Now if. Religion be at all of Neceſty for 
Men, there muſt be better Proviſion; nay, if 
it be but of any Hſe or Expediency, it ſhould 
be taken more care of. And 1 dare ſay, that 


if Half, or a Quarter, pethaps a Tenth part 


of what is ſpent in Play-Houſes, or loſt in 


Gaming-Houfes, thoſe Seminaries of Wicked- 


neſs, in this one City, were but applied to 
this good Uſe, it would anſwer abundantly 


all the Charge and Expence required. 
For Gods ſake let all conſider, Have not 


all theſe Men, both Chriſtians and Heathens, 
that want our Help, Souls to be ſaved as 
well as we? Pit of no worth or neceſſity to 
ſave a Soul?
